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Where false representations are made to a particular class of persons! or to the public generally,” they must, in order to form 
the basis of liability, have been intended to influence a complaining party as one of the public or one of such class. In such 
case, however, an intent to deceive the plaintiff in particular is not necessary, but it is sufficient that there was an intent to 


defraud any person falling within the category for whom the representations are made who may act on them. It is enough that 


the complaining party was entrapped by them and that they were designed to entrap someone.” It has been said that one who 
intends to defraud the public or a particular class of persons is deemed to have intended to defraud every individual in that class 


who is actually misled. However, a plaintiff who fails to show that he or she is one of a class to which representations were 


intended to be addressed cannot base an action in deceit thereon.°

that consumer relied on marketing by operator and developer regarding reliability of their services, including on websites and 
in press releases which consumer read before visiting pharmacy for blood tests, and that operator was aware, or should have 
been aware, of fraud before consumer purchased tests.
